The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, alone or 
in combination, all the limitations of the amended claims of the 
current invention (claims 1, 7, 14 and 17), particularly an 
apparatus and method for processing a first memory request issued 
by a requestor and directed to a memory location, the first 
memory request containing an address corresponding to the memory 
location comprising associating the first memory request with a 
request identifier, selecting a memory device containing the 
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memory location corresponding to the address; selecting a memory 
device containing the memory location corresponding to the 
address, issuing a second memory request without the request 
identifier to the memory device to access information at the 
location, receiving the information from the memory request and 
associating the information with the request identifier. In 
light of the foregoing, claims 1, 7, 14 and 17 of the present 
application are found to be patentable over the prior arts. 

Claims 2-6, 8-13, 15-16 and 18-19 further limit the 
allowable independent claims 1, 7, 14 and 17.
